Some 
phishing  scams  divert  you  to  a fraudulent  website  designed  to  look  like  your  bank's  website  or  a 
similar  trusted  source.  When  you  enter  your  username/password  and  other  information,  that 
information  is  transmitted  to  the  con-artist,  who  can  abuse  it  later  on.  Remember,  think  before 
you  click!
